THE APPROACH OF A TORNADO. 
Lieu t. Finley , of United States 
signal service corps, an au thority 
on the su bject of cy clones and 
tornadoes, 
gives 
the 
following 
signs by which the approach of a 
tornado may be foretold: 
The air becomes strangely hot 
and oppressive; in the afternoon 
masses of clou ds form in the sou th­ 
west and northwest and ru sh to­ 
gether in great 
confu sion and 
with a roaring noise. 
Generally , 
following closely u pon the existence 
of this condition, the fu nnel-shaped 
tornado clou d appears against the 
western sky , moving boldly to the 
front from withou t this confu sed 
mass of fly ing clou ds. The tornado 
invariably moves to the n orth­ 
west, and no bu ilding can with­ 
stand it. 
Its track is narrow, and 
those persons 
on 
whom 
it is 
advancing may escape it by ru n ­ 
ning north or sou th. 
To ru n to 
the east or to the northeast is to 
invite death. 
If there is no time 
to ru n away from it, retiring to a 
cellar and standing 
against its 
west wall or ly ing flat on the 
grou nd iu the open air are the best 
means for escaping its fu ry . 


A RAILROAD HORROR. 


An Ex eupHio u Train Crashes Thro ug h 
a Burning Bridg e, Killing One 
Hu ndred and Eighteen 
Peo ple. 


Hundreds.o f Others Wo unded. 
One of the most horrible railroad 
accidents in the history of the 
cou ntry occu rred at Chataworth, 
III., on the Toledo, Peoria & W est­ 
ern road at 12 o’clock Wednesday 
night. 
An excu rsion train of six 
day coaches, six sleeping cars, 
chair cars and three baggage cars, 
with 060 people on board was 
speeding throu gh the cou ntry at 
the rate of a mile a minu te to 
Niagara Falls- 
The passengers 
were picked u p along the rou te of 
the road bu t the majority were 
from Peoria, 111. 
Three miles east 
of Chatsworth the road crosses a 
slou gh some fifteen feet wide over 
a wooden trestle. 
No stop was 
made at that town and the load 
of hu man freight was ru shed on 
with lightning speed all u ncon­ 
sciou s of the 
awfu l fate that 
awaited them. 
The heavy train 
was pu lled by two engines, and 
when nearing 
this 
bridge the 
engineer and fireman of the head 
engine discovered that the bridge 
was on fire; to stop was impossible 
and the first engine went across in 
safety , the bridge falling as it pas­ 
sed over. 
The next engine went 
down and the coaches crashed in 
on top of it and in an instant more 
than a hu ndred people had been 
sent to eternity and as many more 
hu rt bey ond recovery . 
The sleep­ 
ers were the only cars that did not 
leave the track. 
The engine la}* 
at the bottom of the ditch, the 
engineer and firemAn both having 
been killed, on this were piled 
three baggage cars, one on top of 
another. 
Then came 
six day 
coaches. 
They w**re telescoped as 
cars never were before, and three 
of them were pressed into ju st 
space enou gh for one. 
The second 
car had mou nted its tru cks and 
crashed throu gh the car ahead of 
it, cru shing the woodwork aside 
like tinder, and lay there resting 
on toD of the seats, while every 
passenger in the front car was ly ­ 
ing dead and dy ing u nderneath. 
Ou t of that car bu t fou r people 
came alive. 
On top of the second 
car laid the third, and althou gh 
the latter did not cover its bearer 
as completely as the one beneath, 
its bottom was smeared with blood 
of its victims. 
The other cars 
were not so badly cru shed, 
bu t 
they were broken and twisted in 
every eonceivable way . 
The worst danger now was that 
( the bu rning bridge wou ld ignite 
the splintered cars, and cau se the 
most horrible holocau st that was 
ever chronicled, 
bu t this 
was 
averted. 
Dirt was the only means 
by which to extingu ish the flames 
and the u ninju red men set to work 
with their hands to dig u p the 
earth and smother the fire. 
Thev 
were su ccessfu l, and at day light 
the last spark had been extingu ish­ 
ed. Help 
was sent for and re­ 
sponses came from every direction, 
the wou nded and dy ing being as 
well cared for as possible. 
Du ring 
the excitement some fiends incar­ 
nate went throu gh the helpless 
victims and stripped them of money 
and valu ables, and the su spicion 
•list? that the wrecking of the 
train was the work of these men, 
althou gh it has not vet been set­ 
tled. 
The bodies have not y et all been 
identified, and probably will not 
be for day s. 
There was one incident of the 
accident which stood ou t more hor­ 
rible than all of these horrible 
scenes. 
In the second coach were 
a man, his wife and little child. 
His name cou ld not be learned to­ 
day , bu t it is said he got on at Pe­ 
oria. 
When the accident occu rred 
the entire 
family 
of three was 
cau ght and held down by broken 
woodwork. 
Finally 
when relief 
came the man tu rned to the friend­ 
ly aid and feebly said: 
“ Take ou t 
my wife first; I ’m afraid the child 
is dead.” So they carried ou t the 
mother, and as ^ broken seat was 
taken off her cru shed breast the 
blood which welled from her lips 
told how badly she was hu rt. They 
carried the child—a fu ir-haireci, 
blu e-ey ed girl of three—and laid 
her iu the corn-iield dead, along 
side of her dy ing mother. 
Then 
they went back for the father and 
brou ght him ou t. 
Both his legs 
were broken, 
bu t 
he 
crawled 
throu gh the corn to the side of his 
wife and, feeling her loved featu res 
in the 
darkness, 
pressed 
some' 
brandy to her lips and asked her 
how she felt. 
A feeble groan was 
the answer, and the next instant 
she died. 
The man felt the forms 
of his dead wife and child and cried 
ou t, “ My God! there is nothing 
more for me to live for now,*’ ancj 
taking a pistol ou t of his pocket, 
pu lled the 
trigger. 
The bu llet 
weu t su rely 
throu gh his brain, 
and the three dead bodies of that 
little family are now ly ing side by 
side in Chatsworth waiting to be 
identified.

Speaking of the fou r babies born 
at one time at New York Mills, the 
Fergu s Falls Jou rnal say s: 
Yesterday Cou nty Commissioner 
Ju ng and Dr. Berthold, of Perhara, 
visited New York Mills in order to 
look alter the fou r little waifs who 
came into the world last Tu esday . 
Mr. A. S. Blowers hitched u p his 
team and accou iftaiu ed them to 
the residence of Mr. Biomberg. 
They fou nd them all neatly dressed, 
ly ing side by side as cosy as little 
kittens. 
The doctor examined 
them and say s they are all well 
develoj>ed infants and healthy and 
he sees no reason why they shou ld 
not live if they have proper care. 
They are not as large as at first re­ 
ported; thev weigh from 
to 4$ 
pou nds eacli. 
A sister-in law ct 
the father of the children has taken 
the fou r little ones to her home 
and is try ing to take care of them, 
bu t taking the fou r little ones and 
five more brothers and sisters all 
u nder five y ears of age with tou r 
of her own all u nder six y ears, in a 
little log hou se with bu t one room, 
it makes a very large family ; vet 
they fou nd every thing abou t the 
place as neat as wax. 
These 
people are Finlanders, cannot speak 
English au d are very poor, their 
only possession berng one cow. 
There is a pair of twins three y ears 
of age, brothers to the fou r little 
girU. 
On the father's side there 
were fou rteeu in the family and on 
the mother’s eleven brothers au d 
sisters, all living bu t Mrs. Biom­ 
berg. 
The cou nty commissioner 
made arrangements to have a nu r->e 
employ ed to take care of the fou r 
little ones, and the ladies of the 
village 
will 
assist 
in 
making 
clothing. 
Perham Bu lletin: 
Ribbons were 
tied arou nd the little ones in the 
order of their birth, No. 1 having 
one black one. No. 2, two red. No. 
3. three pink, and No. 4, t.vo 
black and two red ribbons, they 
were then wrapped u p in bandages, 
according to the Finnish sty le, laid 
on a pillow and nu mbered 1, 2, 3 
and 4. 
Their names are, No. 1, 
Matilda; No. 
2, Helru i; No. 3, 
Catherine; No. 4, Ida Sophia.

Qu arreling ensu ed 
and Jordan shot the Indian-

The Murder of Sudcikin. 
Th e St. Petersburg correspondent 
of th e London Daily News tells th e 
story of th e murder in St. Petersburg, 
on December 28, 1883, of Col. Sudei- 
kin, Ch ief of th e Russian Secret Police, 
for wh ich six itn n and a young girl 
were recently sentenced 
to death . 
Sudcikin was found dead and h orribly 
m utilated in a room in th e Nevski, 
wh ich h e used as a kind of office tor 
h is communications with h is spies. 
Iiy h is side lay h is relative M. Suuoff- 
ski, wh o was also a member of th e 
secret police. He, too, was fearfully 
wounded, but be was not dead; and 
h e was eventually able to give infor­ 
mation th a t put justice on th e track 
of th e murderers. Col. Budeikin was 
always open to an arrangem* nt with 
repentant of impecunious crime. He 
h ad found a tool, or h e th ough t h e 
h ad, in one Degaieff, wh om h e h ad 
tracked as a Nih ilist, but notdenoune- 
od to th e auth orities, and to wh om 
h e api>ears to h ave offered a ch oice 
between death and treason to th e 
revolutionary 
cause. Degaieff sent 
word of Budeikin’s offer to th e Revo­ 
lutionary Committee sitting in Paris, 
and h e received th eir permission to 
accept it, but of course not to accept 
it in good faith . In h is new capacity 
h e was perh aps equally useful to both 
parties, for th e denunciation of cer­ 
tain subordinate agents th at won h im 
th e confidence of Sudeikin may, a t th e 
same time, h ave served to rid th e 
committee of persons suspected to 
t reach ery to th emsel ves. At any rate, 
Degaieff played h is base part basely, 
for h o was, in some instances, th e in­ 
stigator of th e very crimes h e denounc­ 
ed. 
He advanced in th e favor of 
Budeikin, but h e was not equally for- 
t unate in retaining th e confidence of h is 
friends in Paris. Th ey began to sus­ 
pect h im, and th ey gent out a kind of 
commissioner with full power to in­ 
quire into h is fidelity and deal with 
th e case as h o th ough t fit. Th is com­ 
missioner, one Lopatin, contrived to 
reach St. Petersburg in safety, and h e 
soon brough t m atters to an issue by 
ordering Degaieff to murder h is na­ 
tron Budeikin in proof of h is loyalty 
to th e Paris Com Qiittce. 
Degaieff at 
once prepared to obey th e order. 
He 
gave tfie Ch ief of Pol iota rendezvous at 
t h e apartm ent in wh ich t h ey used meet 
for business, and h e h ad two assist n&t 
murderers 
h idden in an adjoining 
room. Budeikin was accompanii-d by 
bn neph ew SudoHski. As soon as th e 
doomed man h ad taken h is seat, Do­ 
ga ie I! engaged h is attent ion by sh ow­ 
ing h im th e proof-sh eet of a forth ­ 
coming number of a revolutionary 
journal. Th is sh eet contained a lank 
space wh ich was reserved for th e an­ 
nouncement of Budeikin’s 
murder, 
and wh ich afterwards was actually 
filled in th at way. 
Budeikin 
h ad 
h ardly taken th e proof in h is h and 
wh en Degaieff slipped beh ind h im and 
th at in European countries black is di-ch argeai a revolver a t h is bead 
employed generally because it repre­ 
sents darkness, unto wh ich death is 
like, as it is a privation of- life. In 
Ch ina, on th e contrary, wh ite i* used, 
because th e ¡» eople h ope and believe 
th eir dead h ave gone to h eaven; th e 
place of all purity.

An Excursion Train Crashes Through 
a Burning Bridge, Killing One 
Hundred and Eighteen 
People. 


Hundreds.of Others Wounded. 
One of the most horrible railroad 
accidents in the history of the 
country occurred at Chatsworth, 
111., on the Toledo, Peoria & W est­ 
ern road at 12 o’clock Wednesday 
night.

THE APPROACH OF A TORNADO, 
Lieut. Finley, of United States 
signal service corps, an authority 
on the subject of cyclones and 
tornadoes, 
gives 
the 
following 
signs by which the approach of a 
tornado may be foretold: 
The air becomes strangely hot 
and oppressive; in the afternoon 
masses of clouds form in the south­ 
west and northwest and rush to­ 
gether in great 
confusion 
and 
with a roaring noise. 
Generally, 
following closely upon the existence 
of this condition, the funnel-shaped 
tornado cloud appears against the 
western sky, moving boldly to the 
front from without this confused 
mass of flying clouds. The tornado 
invariably moves to the n o rth ­ 
west, and no building can w ith­ 
stand it. 
Its track is narrow, and 
those persons 
on 
whom 
it is 
advancing may escape it by ru n ­ 
ning north or south. 
To run to 
the east or to the northeast is to 
invite death. 
If there is no time 
to run away from it, retiring to a 
cellar and standing 
against its 
west wall or lying flat on the 
ground in the open air are the best 


feet wide over 
No stop was 
made at that town and the load 
of human freight was rushed on 
with lightning speed all uncon- 
awful fate that 
The heavy train 
two engines, and 
this 
bridge the 
engineer and fireman of the head 
engine discovered that the bridge 
was on fire; to stop was impossible 
aud the first engine went across in 
safety, the bridge falling as it pas­ 
sed over. 
The next engine went 
down and the coaches crashed in 
on top of it and in an instant more 
than a hundred people had been 
sent to ’eternity and as many more 
hurt beyond recovery. 
The sleep­ 
ers were the only cars that did not 
leave the track. 
The engine lay 
at the bottom of the ditch, the 
engineer and fireman both having 
been killed, on this were piled 
three baggage cars, one on top of 
another. 
Then came 
six day 
coaches. 
They were telescoped as 
cars never were before, and three 
of them were pressed into just 
space enough for one. 
The second 
cur had mounted its trucks and 
crashed through the car ahead of 
it, crushing the woodwork aside 
like tinder, and lay there resting 
on too of the seat*, while every 
passenger in the front car was ly­ 
ing dead and dying underneath. 
Out of that car but four people 
came alive. 
On top of the second 
car laid the third, arid although 
the latter did not cover its bearer 
as completely as the one beneath, 
its bottom was smeared with blood 
of its victims. 
The other cars 
were not no badly crushed, 
but 
they were broken and twisted in 
every conceivable way. 
The worst danger now was that 
the burning bridge would ignite 
the splintered cars, and cause the 
most horrible holocaust that 
ever chronicled, 
but this 
averted. 
Dirt was the only means 
by which to extinguish the flames 
and the uninjured men -et to work 
with their hands to dig up the 
earth and smother the fire. 
They 
were successful, and at daylight 
the last spark had been extinguish­ 
ed. Help 
was sent for and re­ 
sponses came from every direction, 
the wounded and dying being as 
well cared for as possible. 
During 
the excitement some fiends incar­ 
nate went through the helpless 
victims and Blipped them of money 
and valuables, and the suspicion 
•lists that the wrecking of the 
train was the work of these men, 
although it has not vet been set­ 
tled. 
The bodies have not yet all been 
identified, and probably will not 
be for days. 
There was one incident of the 
accident which stood out more hor­ 
rible than all of these horrible 
scenes, 
In the second coach were 
a man, his wife and little child. 
His name could not be learned to­ 
day, but it is said he got on at Pe­ 
oria. 
When the accident occurred 
the entire 
family 
of three was 
caught and held down by broken 
woodwork. 
Finally 
when relief 
came the man turned to the friend­ 
ly aid and feebly said: 
“ Take out 
my wife first; I ’m afraid the child 
is dead.” So they carried out the 
motlier, and as % broken seat was 
taken off her crushed breast the 
blood which welled from her lips 
told how badly she was hurt. They 
carried the child—a fair-haired, 
blue-eyed girl of three—and laid 
her iu the corn-field dead. along 
side of her dying mother. 
Then 
they went back for the father and 
brought him out. 
Both his legs 
were broken, 
but 
he 
crawled 
through the corn to the side of his 
wife and, feeling her loved features 
in the 
darkness, 
pressed 
some* 
brandy to her lips and asked her 
how she felt. 
A feeble groan was 
the answer, and the next instant 
she died. 
The man felt the forms 
of his dead wife and child and cried 
out, “ My God! there is nothing 
more for me to live for now,” ancj 
taking a pistol out of his pocket, 
pulled the 
trigger. 
The bullet 
went Burely 
through his brain, 
and the three dead bodies of that 
little fa mil}' are now lying side by 
side in Chatsworth waiting to be 
identified.

Jordan took

waosh to task about his attentions 
to his wife. 
Quarreling ensued 
and Jordan shot the Indian- 
Jo r­ 
dan then went to a squaw, named 
Dahmaag, 
who 
witnessed 
the 
shooting, and asked her if she 
woald iaku care of his boy. 
She 
replied that she had enough to do 
to look after her own children. He 
left him there, however, and fled 
to Sandy lake. 
Zay-zah had got 
hold of the W inchester with which 
Jordan did theshooting, and when 
Jordan fled, Mis-co-kin-ewe seized 
the rifle and put a bullet through 
Jord an ’s little child. 
These In ­ 
dians were all of the Mississippi 
bani who do not get anv govern­ 
ment annuities but work at lum­ 
bering, and after the camp had 
moved to McGregor a council was 
held, and it was decided that as 
one of each family had been killed 
the thins was even. 
Sometime 
after this Sheriff Markham, 
of 
Aitkin, arrested 
two half-breed 
prostitutes who had had nothing 
to do with the shooting. 
All the 
talk of an Indian uprising 
is 
exaggeration. 
True, the Indians 
did shoot at 
some lumbermen, 
thinking that they were the United 
States officers, for those Indians 
whenever they get into trouble 
have a dread of arrest for fear they 
will be hung for the results of 
some very ancient bloody feuds. 
They have an idea that if the 
whites arrest them they are liable 
to be hung without trial, and the 
whisky traders never fail to put 
this idea into their heads. 


A KILLING BAIT FOR BASS. 
“ I have discovered a sure bait 
for bass,” said an ©Id fisherman re­ 
cently, “ but mind you, don’t put 
this xii your paper. 
It is snakes’ 
tail. 
Every body has observed that 
the tail of a snake don’t die until 
sundown, but keeps wriggling all 
day after the rest of the snake has 
climbed the golden stairs.

The idea struck me one day 
when I was fishing. 
A freshly 
killed snake was lying in the woods 
while its tail was keeping up a 
lively agitation. 
I took my knife,

no sooner 
tightened Up my line than I had a 
vigorous bite, and in five seconds I 
was pulling, away 
on a three- 
pounder. 
Iii half an hour I had 
landed eight bass, averaging two 
pounds each, 
The ninth one got 
away with the bait and my fun 
ceased. 
I tried other bait but only 
got one fish for the next four hours. 
I then started out to hunt snakes, 
I found one after an hours’ search, 
cut off his tail, and it lasted me for 
five bass, which I pulled in inside 
of twenty minutes; but I had a 
fine basket full and was ready to 
quit. 
“ Since then I have a couple of 
country boys in my employ, who 
catch alive and bring to me all the 
snakes they see, and I now have 
no trouble in getting all the bass 
I want every time I go fishing. 
At 
first I killed the snakes and cut off 
their tails, but then I made an 
im portant discovery 
which will 
enable me to fish all summer with 
dozen snakes. 
I found th at by 
cutting off the tails while the 
snake was living and putting a lit­ 
tle cosmoline on the wound it not 
only healed, but that in three 
weeks’ time the snake would grow 
an entirely new tail, just as lively 
as the old one. 
But, mind, don’t 
put this in the paper. 
If you do, 
snakes will soon be as scarce as 
they are in Ireland, and by the 
time the season is over there will 
be no bass left.” —Exchange.

receive $4,000 a month from the 
government while spending his 
time working for a second term. 
It is not expected that the request 
will lie complied with.

THE APPROACH OF A TORNADO. 
Lieut. Finley, of United States 
signal service corps, an authority 
on the subject of cyclones and 
tornadoes, gives the 
following 
signs by which the approach of a 
tornado may be foretold: 
The air becomes strangely hot 
and oppressive; in the afternoon 
masses of clouds form in the south­ 
west and northwest and rush to­ 
gether in great 
confusion and 
with a roaring noise. Generally, 
following closely upon the existence 
of this condition, the funnel-shaped 
ten nado cloud appears against the 
western sky, moving boldly to the 
front from without this confused 
mass of flying clouds. The tornado 
invariably moves to the north­ 
west, and no building can with­ 
stand it. 
Its track is narrow, and 
those persons 
on 
whom 
it is 
advancing may escape it by run­ 
ning north or south. 
To run to 
the east or to the northeast is to 
invite death. 
If there is no time 
to run away from it, retiring to a 
cellar and standing against its 
west wall or lying flat on the 
ground in the open air are the best 
means for escaping its fury. 


A RAILROAD HORROR. 


An Excursion Train Crashes Through 
a Burning Bridge, Killing One 
Hundred arni Eighteen 
People. 


Hu nil reds. of Others Wounded. 
One of the most horrible railroad 
accidents in the history of the 
country occurred at Chatsworth, 
IIL, on the Toledo, Peoria & West­ 
ern road at 12 o’clock Wednesday 
night. 
An excursion train of six 
day coaches, six sleeping cars, 
chair cars and three baggage cars, 
with 960 people on board was 
speeding through the country at 
the rate of a mile a minute to 
Niagara Falls- 
The passengers 
were jacked up along the route of 
the road but the majority were 
from Peoria, 111. Three miles east 
of Chatsworth the road crosses a 
slough some fifteen feet wide over 
a wooden trestle. 
No stop was 
made at that town and the load 
of human freight was rushed on 
with lightning speed all uncon­ 
scious of the awful fate that 
awaited them. 
The 
heavy train 
was pulled by two engines, and 
when nearing this 
bridge the 
engineer and fireman of the head 
engine discovered that the bridge 
was on fire; to stop was impassible 
and the first engine went across in 
safety, the bridge falling as it pas­ 
sed over. 
The next engine went 
down and the coaches crashed in 
on top of it and in an instant more 
than a hundred people had been 
sent to’eternity and as many more 
hurt beyond recovery. The sleep­ 
ers were the only cars that did not 
leave the track. 
The engine lay 
at the bottom of the ditch, the 
engineer and fireman both having 
been killed, on this were piled 
three baggage cars, one on top of 
another. 
Then came six day 
coaches. 
They were telescoped as 
cars never were before, and three 
of them were pressed into just 
space enough for one. 
The second 
car had mounted its trucks and 
crashed through the car ahead of 
it, crushing the woodwork aside 
like tinder, arid lay there resting 
on too of the seats, while every 
passenger in the front car was ly­ 
ing dead and dying underneath. 
Out of that car but four people 
came alive. 
On top of the second 
car laid the third, and although 
the latter did not cover its bearer 
as completely as the one beneath, 
its bottom was smeared with blood 
of its victims. 
The other cars 
were not no badly crushed, 
but 
they were broken and twisted in 
every conceivable way. 
The worst danger now was that 
the burning bridge would ignite 
the splintered cars, an't cause the 
most horrible holocaust that was 
ever chronicled, 
but this 
was 
averted. 
Dirt was the only means 
by which to extinguish the flames 
and the uninjured men set to work 
with their hands to dig up the 
earth and smother the fire. 
They 
were successful, and at daylight 
the last spark had been extinguish­ 
ed. Help 
was sent for and re­ 
sponses came from every direction, 
the wounded and dying being as 
well cared for as possible. 
During 
the excitement some fiends incar­ 
nate went through the helpless 
victims and stripped them of money 
and valuables, aud tho suspicion 
exists that the wrecking of the 
train was the work of these men, 
although it has not vet been set­ 
tled. 
The bodies have not yet all been 
identified, and probably will not 
be for days. 
There was one incident of the 
accident which stood out more hor­ 
rible than all of these horrible 
scenes, 
In the second coach were 
a man, his wife and little child. 
His name could not be learned to­ 
day, but it is said he got on at Pe­ 
oria. 
When the accident occurred 
the entire 
family of three was 
caught and held down by broken 
woodwork. 
Finally 
when relief 
came the man turned to the friend­ 
ly aid and feebly said: 
“ Take out 
my wife first; I’m afraid the child 
is dead.” So they carried out the 
mother, and as a broken seat was 
taken off her crushed breast the 
blood which welled from her lips 
told how badly she was hurt. They 
carried the child—a fair-haired, 
blue-eyed girl of three—and laid 
her iu the corn-iield dead. along 
side of her dying mother. 
Then 
they went back for the father and 
brought him out. 
Both his legs 
were broken, 
but 
he 
crawled 
through the corn to the side of his 
wife and, feeling lier loved features 
in the 
darkness, 
pressed some* 
brandy to her lips and asked her 
how she felt. 
A feeble groan was 
the answer, and the next instant 
she died. 
The man felt the forms 
of his dead wife and child and cried 
out, “ My God! there is nothing 
more for me to iivc for now,” ancj 
taking a pistol out of his pocket, 
pulled the trigger. 
The bullet 
weut surely 
through Ins brain, 
and the three dead bodies of that 
little family are now lying side by 
side in Chatsworth waiting to be 
identified-

They are not as large as at first re­ 
ported; they weigh from 34 to 41 
pounds each. 
A sister-in law cf 
the father of the children has taken 
the four little ones to her home 
and is trying to take care of them, 
but taking the four little ones and 
five more brothers and sisters all 
under five years of age with tour 
of her own all under six years, in a 
little log house with but one room, 
it makes a very large family; yet 
they found everything about the 
place as neat as wax.

people are Finlanders, cannot speak 
English aud are very poor, their 
only possession be:rig one cow.

Quarreling ensued 
and Jordan shot the Indian. 
Jor­ 
dan then went to a squaw, named 
Dahiuaag, 
who 
witnessed 
the 
shooting, and asked her if she 
would uke care of his boy. 
She 
replied that she had enough to do 
to look after her own children. He 
left him there, however, and fled 
to Sandy lake. 
Zay-zah had got 
hold of the Winchester with which 
Jordan did the shooting, and when 
Jordan fled, Mis-co-kin-ewe seized 
the rifle and put a bullet through 
Jordan’s little child. 
These In­ 
dians were all of the Mississippi 
band who do not get anv govern­ 
ment annuities but work at lum­ 
bering, and after the camp had 
moved to McGregor a council was 
held, and it was decided that as 
one of each family had been killed 
the thing was even. 
Sometime 
atter this Sheriff Markham, 
of 
Aitkin, arrested 
two half-breed 
prostitutes who had had nothing 
to do with the shooting. 
All the 
talk of an Indian uprising 
is 
exaggeration. 
True, the Indians 
did shoot at 
some lumbermen, 
thinking that they were the United 
States officers, for those Indians 
whenever they get into trouble 
have a dread of arrest for fear they 
will be hung for the results of 
some very ancient bloody feuds. 
They have an idea that if the 
whites arrest them they are liable 
to be hung without trial, and the 
whisky traders never fail to put 
this idea into their heads.

A KILLING BAIT FOR BASS. 
“ I have discovered a sure bait 
for bass,” said an old fisherman re­ 
cently, “ but mind you, don’t put 
this in your paper. 
It is snakes’ 
tail. 
Everybody has observed that 
the tail of a snake don’t die until 
sundown, but keeps wriggling all 
day after the rest of the snake has 
climbed the golden stairs. 
Now 
bass, above all fish, want a lively 
bait. 
The idea struck me one day 
when I was fishing. 
A freshly 
killed snake was lying in the woods 
while its tail was keeping up a 
lively agitation. 
I took my knife, 
cut the tail off, put it on the hook 
and threw out about thirty feet 
from the shore. 
I 
no sooner 
tightened up my line than I had a 
vigorous bite, and in five seconds I 
was pulling away 
on a three- 
pounder. 
Iii half an hour I had 
landed eight bass, averaging two 
pounds each, 
The ninth one got 
away with the bait and ray fun 
ceased. 
I tried other bait but only 
got one fish for the next four hours. 
I then started out to hunt snakes, 
I found one after an hours’ search, 
cut off his tail, and it lasted me for 
five bass, which I pulled in inside 
of twenty mi ii ates; but I had a 
fine basket full and was ready to 
quit. 
“ Since then I have a couple of 
country boys in my employ, who 
catch alive and bring to me all the 
snakes they see, and I now have 
no trouble in getting ail the bass 
I want every time I go fishing. 
At 
first I killed the snakes and cut off 
their tails, but then I made an 
important discovery which will 
enable me to fish all summer with 
a dozen snakes. 
I found that by 
cutting off the tails while the 
snake was living and putting a lit­ 
tle cosmoline on the wound it not 
only healed, but that in three 
weeks’ time the snake would grow 
an entirely new tail, just as lively 
as the old one. 
But, mind, don't 
put this in the paper. 
If you do, 
snakes will soon be as scarce as 
they are in Ireland, and by the 
time the season is over there w ill 
be no bass left.”

The Murder of Sudeikin. 
The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the London Daily News tells the 
sto ry of the m urder in St. Petersburg, 
on December 28, 1883, of Col. Sudei- 
kin, Chief of the Russian Secret Police, 
for which six n an and a young girl 
were recently sentenced 
to death. 
Sudeikin was found dead and horribly 
m utilated in a room in the Nevski, 
which he used as a kind of office for 
his com m unications with his spies. 
By his side lay his relative M. Suuoff- 
ski, who was also a member of the 
s:c*cret police. 
He, too, was fearfully 
wounded, but he was not dead; and 
lie was eventually able to give infor­ 
m ation th a t put justice on the track 
of the m urderers. Col. Sudeikin was 
alw ays open to an arrangem ent with 
repentant of impecunious crime. 
Ho 
had found a fool, or he thought he 
had, in one Degaieff, whom he had 
tracked as a Nihilist, but notdenounc- 
ed to the authorities, and to whom 
he appears to have offered a choice 
between death and treason to the 
revolutionary 
cause. Degaieff sent 
word of Sudeikin’s offer to the Revo­ 
lutionary Committee sitting in Paris, 
and he received their perm ission to 
accept it, but of course not to accept 
it in good faith. 
In his new capacity 
he was perhaps equally useful to both 
parties, for the denunciation of cer­ 
tain subordinate agents th a t won him 
the confidence of Sudeikin m ay, a t the 
sam e time, have served to rid tho 
com m ittee of persons suspected to 
treachery to themselves. 
At any rate, 
Degaieff played his base p a rt basely, 
for he was, in some instances, the in­ 
stigator of the very crimes he denounc­ 
ed.
